Inspector J. G. Boyce, of Clearfield, 


has issued warning to employers of 
female labor that they must be care- 
ful in regard to possible violations of 
the law during the holiday season, 
wheii stores are kept open later than 
usual. As is generally known no fe- 
niale/ shall be employed or permitted 
to workatany establishment more than 
*ix days in one week, or more than 54 
hours in one. week, or more than ten 
hours in one day. In case of a holi- 
day during the week and it is observ- 
ed by any establishment any female 
employer of that establishment may- 
be employed three days of that week 
for a Jonger period of time than is al- 
lowed by the act, bnt no female shall 
be pertnittd to work .more than two 
hours overtime during anyone of such 
three days, nor more than the maxi- 
mum hours per week specified in the 
act.

62-66, that some of the Pharisees re- 
membered, as His disciples did not. 
that He had «poken of rising again 
after three days «ad therefore they 
bad His tomb sealed. Our leraon 
verses give -us only the beginning of 
the resurrection story. They tell us of 
the coming of the women to the totob 
very early in the morning on the am 
day of the week to anoint His body, 
wondering who woold roll away the 
stone for them. How often we find 
the stone which we thought would 
hinder us rolled away when we reach 
the place! We read of an earthquake 
when He died, but this i» another one 
at His resurrection (Matt. isTrii, 64. 
xxviil, 2). 


Inanimate nature is moved by these 


events while the heart of man remains 
harder than the rocks. Some day 
we shall see these angels, whose coun 
tenances are like lightning and their 
raiment white as mow, and we, too. 
shall shine as the sun (Matt 
8-4; ziil. 43). We should be reflecting 
more of His glory now in these aortal 
bodies (II cor. ill, 18). How beautiful 
it is that the first word from the angel 
^to these devoted women was "fear 
nor or "be nor affrighted (verses B, 
6; Matt zxvlll. C. 6). So Be Himself 
said to the other women after, H* had 
appeared to Mary, as He allowed them 
to hold Him by the feet and worship 
Him, "Be not afraid; go tell My breth- 
ren" (Matt xxvill, 0,10).

She was 
blinded by tears of unbelief, but one 
word from Him opened her -eyes.

"Touch Me not" when He afterward 
allowed the other women to hold Him 
by the f«et.

Recently I have been in four of the~eotintriea 


concerned in the present war—Belgium, Franeer 
Germany and England. I was also in Holland, 
having traversed it from end to end within a 
week after the fall of Antwerp, when every 
road coming up cut otf the south was filled with 
Belgian refugees. 


In Belgium I saw this:

Homeless men] women and children by thous- 


ands amd hundreds 'of thousands. Many of 
them had been prosperous, a few had been weal- 
thy, practically all had been comfortable. Now, 
with scarcely any exception, they stood all upon 
one common plane of misery. They had lost 
the|r homes, their farms, their workshops,their 
livings* and their means of making livings.

J saw them tramping aimlessly along wind- 


swept, rain-washed roads, fleeing from burning 


; 
and devastated villages. I saw them sleeping 
in open! fields upon miry earth, with no coyer 
and no shelter. I saw them herded together in 
the towns and cities to which many of them 
ultimately fled, existing God alone knows how. 
I saw them—ragged, furtive scar-crows prow- 
ling in fjhe scattered ruins of their homes, seiek- 
ing salvage: where there was no salvage to be 
found. I saw them living like the beasts of the 
field, upon such things as the beasts of the field 
would reject. 


I saws them standing in linejs, waiting for 


their poor share of the dole share of the charity, 
which already was nearly exhausted. I saw 
their toi^s when hardly one stonemstood upon 
another, I saw their abandoned farm lands, 
where the harvests rotted ;„ the furrows and 
the fruit fhnngr mildewed and ungathered upon 
tae trees, j I saw their cities where trade was 
dead andfcredit was a thing which no longer 
existed. lisaw them staggering from weariness 
and from* the weakness of hunger. I saw all 
these sighrtjs repeated and multiplied infinitely— 
yes, and magnified, too—but not once did I see 
a man or- woman, or even a child, that wept 
or cried out 


If the Belgian soldiers won the world's ad- 


miration by the resistance which they made 
against tremendously overpowering numbers, 
the people jof Belgium—the families of their sol- 
diers—should have the world's admiration r J 
pity for the courage, the patience and the forti- 
tude they have displayed under the load of an 
affliction too dolorous for any words to de- 
scride, toojterrible for any imaginations to pic- 
ture-

Our leraon 
verses give -us only the beginning of 
the resurrection. story. They tell us of 
the coming of the women to the totob 
very early in the morning on the flrst 
day of the Week to anoint His body. 
wondering who Would roll away the 
stone for them. 
How often we find 


the stone which we thought Would 
hinder us rolled away when we reach 
the place! We read ot an earthquake 
when He died, but this i» another one 
at His resurrection (Matt. isTril, 64: 
xxviii, 2). 


Inanimate nature is moved by these 


events while the heart of man remains 
harder than the rocks. 
Some day 


we shall sec these angels, whose coun 
tenances are like lightning and their 
raiment white as snow, and we, too. 
shall shine as the sun (Matt n

Recently I have been in four of the~eotintriea 


concerned in the present war—Belgium, Franeer 
Germany and England. I was also in Holland, 
having traversed it from end to end within a 
week after the fall of Antwerp, when every 
road coming up cut otf the south was filled with 
Belgian refugees. 


In Belgium I saw this:

Homeless men] women and children by thous- 


ands amd hundreds 'of thousands. Many of 
them had been prosperous, a few had been weal- 
thy, practically all had been comfortable. Now, 
with scarcely any exception, they stood all upon 
one common plane of misery. They had lost 
the|r homes, their farms, their workshops,their 
livings* and their means of making livings.

J saw them tramping aimlessly along wind- 


swept, rain-washed roads, fleeing from burning 


; 
and devastated villages. I saw them sleeping 
in open! fields upon miry earth, with no coyer 
and no shelter. I saw them herded together in 
the towns and cities to which many of them 
ultimately fled, existing God alone knows how. 
I saw them—ragged, furtive scar-crows prow- 
ling in fjhe scattered ruins of their homes, seiek- 
ing salvage: where there was no salvage to be 
found. I saw them living like the beasts of the 
field, upon such things as the beasts of the field 
would reject. 


I saws them standing in linejs, waiting for 


their poor share of the dole share of the charity, 
which already was nearly exhausted. I saw 
their toi^s when hardly one stonemstood upon 
another, I saw their abandoned farm lands, 
where the harvests rotted ;„ the furrows and 
the fruit fhnngr mildewed and ungathered upon 
tae trees, j I saw their cities where trade was 
dead andfcredit was a thing which no longer 
existed. lisaw them staggering from weariness 
and from* the weakness of hunger. I saw all 
these sighrtjs repeated and multiplied infinitely— 
yes, and magnified, too—but not once did I see 
a man or- woman, or even a child, that wept 
or cried out 


If the Belgian soldiers won the world's ad- 


miration by the resistance which they made 
against tremendously overpowering numbers, 
the people jof Belgium—the families of their sol- 
diers—should have the world's admiration r J 
pity for the courage, the patience and the forti- 
tude they have displayed under the load of an 
affliction too dolorous for any words to de- 
scride, toojterrible for any imaginations to pic- 
ture-
